MORE YOUNG ENDING 
LIVES, SAYS REPORT 
NUMBER NFARLY DOUBLED 


SINCE WAR AND 1022 
) RECORD LARGE .

NEW YORK, Mareh 28.—The 
number of suicides armong young 
people has almost doubled since 
the World War, Dr. Harry M. War- 
ren, president of the Save-a-Life 
League, declared in his report for 
1922, made public teday. From 
477 juvenile suicides listed in 1919, 
the known total had jumped to 
900 in 1922, the report declared, 
with a probability that for every 
known suicide there was one self- 
inflicted death not so listed. The 
total number of suicides tabulated 
for the year was 13,530. 

Boy suicides. averaged in age 16 
years, while the giris who died 
by their own hands averaged 16. 
One boy left a note saying he was 
killing himself “just for the fun 
of it.” A girl wrote she was tak- 
ing her own life “just to get a 
new thrill.” Another took poison 
because “she didn't like the way 
she looked with her hair bobbed.” 

Existence of at least one “sui- 
cide club” of giria was disclosed, 
while numerous suicide pacts were 
reported.
